member of the mob which terrorized 
the town of Danville on the night of 
J uly 25 lynched one negro, and then 
at tacked the Danville jail only to he 
routed by Sheriff Whit lock and depu­ 
ties. who tired when necessary has 
been convicted. 
The Other indicted rioters are ter­ 
ror stricken at the realization of the 
fact 
hat 
such convict ions are pos­ 
sible and are almost 
certain to he 
made as fast as the court can take up 
t he cases. 
The convicted man was one of the 
the leaders 
of the mob, 
Winfield 
Baker, and came from Kentucky and
